A Minor Prophecy 

I T IS NOT GIVEN to everyone to live to find himself a true 
prophet. Either, having prophesied falsely, time exposes his 
error; or, prophesying truly, time delays the proof until the pro¬ 
phet has joined the majority. 

In The Times of January n 1933 there is an account of a process 
which a German inventor has developed ‘ for drawing or painting 
on the side of a film the curves representing sound vibrations in 
much the same way as they might be recorded with the electric 
instrument used in the past to reproduce the oscillograph. The 
design can be photographed, and, in reduced form, set on the 
sound track of a film, and so be reproduced by the ordinary 
method’. In the same issue of the paper there are a couple of 
prints illustrating the method by which the inventor carries out 
this process. 

The curves illustrated in these prints seem to be either what are 
called Simple Harmonic Curves, or approximate to Simple 
Harmonic Curves. These curves are particularly regular and easy 
to produce graphically, and are representative of simple tones 
which are produced by instruments executing simple harmonic 
vibrations (or approximately so), e.g. tuning forks and wide- 
stopped organ pipes. Complex tones, such as are produced by 
most musical instruments, are associated each with its character¬ 
istic form of vibration and, graphically, with a curve of more or 
less complex outline. By means of appropriate mechanical or 
photo-electric devices the sound vibration—simple or complex— 
can be made to trace a curve which is a complete and exact record 
of the particular vibration concerned. 

In the cases of the gramophone and the sound film* this process is 
reversed and the curves, recorded by appropriate mechanical or 
photo-electric contrivances, set up the air vibrations with which 
each is associated, so that the original sound is reproduced. 
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One single example of any complete curve is insufficient to 
reproduce its associated sound. It must be repeated periodically, 
i.e. at regular and equal intervals of time. 

The pitch of the sound depends on the frequency of repetition, 
i.e. on how many examples of its characteristic curve pass through 
the reproducing mechanism in unit time. Variations in intensity 
and timbre depend on corresponding variations in the form of 
the characteristic curve. If the frequency and form of the curve 
remain constant the sound will continue unchanged in pitch, 
quality and intensity. 

It is stated that ‘it is not the intention of the inventor to repro¬ 
duce graphically the tones of well-known musical instruments 
such as the violin, piano, etc. On the contrary, his aim is to 
construct music of an entirely new timbre ’. 

It is not impossible to reproduce graphically the tones of 
familiar musical instruments, but the drawing of a consistent and 
continuous series of curves associated with such tones so as to 
reproduce a musical performance would be a very slow and 
laborious process. Perhaps in the future mechanical or other 
devices may be found to reduce the labour involved in such a 
process. It is possible, also, that, as there is practically an 
infinite variety of forms of curve, the composer of the future may 
be able to invent and use a corresponding variety of musical 
timbres, and that the eye may become as important a factor in 
the composition of music as the ear used to be. 

In May 1921 I contributed a short article entitled ‘ A Perfect 
Notation ’ to a musical paper—now defunct—called The Musician , 
edited by Mr Henry Coates. I quote the concluding paragraphs of 
this article: 

‘ If only it were possible to systematize and classify this infinity 
of curvature into something like an orderly arrangement which 
would enable the mind to translate the visual symbol into its 
aural analogy, and vice-versa, we would have here an ideally 
perfect musical notation. Every sound and combination of 
sounds would have its characteristic symbol which would express 
with absolute certainty and precision all the distinctive features 
of such particular sound or combination. 

‘ In place of the thirty- or forty-staved score of the up-to-date 
orchestrator the composer would have a continuous curve 
undulating and wreathing itself round its axial line. It is even 
possible that instead of learning about the resolutions of the 
Dominant Seventh and the Five Species of Counterpoint, the 
young musician would be equipped with squared paper and a book 
of mathematical tables, and would spend laborious hours on the 
solution of problems involving Fourier’s Theorem.’ j g McE

Orchestral Concert, December 1, 1932 

The terminal Orchestral Concert was given on December i under 
Sir Henry Wood, who achieved that air of distinction which 
has placed the orchestra of the R.A.M. in its high position. The 
‘ Enigma ’ Variations were played with a ‘ spirit of delight ’, and 
won an unusual compliment from Sir Henry. The Hallelujah 
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Organ Concerto, the organ solo being taken by Walter Emery, was 
full of Handelian warmth. A movement of Rachmaninov’s 
Pianoforte Concerto No. 3 in D minor was played with great 
promise by James Walker, and the same must be said of David 
Martin’s performance of the first movement of Lalo’s Symphonie 
Espagnole. Both students are Associated Board exhibitioners. 
Fine singing was Bessie Todd’s of a recit. and aria from Verdi’s 
Ernani , and Ernest Davies sang with understanding the 
/Eolus part from Bach’s Drama per Musica (Cantata No. 205). 
It was fitting that tribute should be paid to the late Frederick 
Corder by a performance of his Elegy for twenty-four violins, 
organ, and full orchestra, in commemoration of his long and 
valued services. 

Mozart’s Requiem, December 7, 1932 

There was a departure from the routine proceedings of Fort¬ 
nightly Concerts when, on December 7, under the direction of 
Mr Ernest Read, a performance of the Requiem by Mozart 
was given by the General Choir, with orchestra. For a Requiem 
the performance was singularly alive, and left no doubt as to 
where Mozart left off and Siissmayr began. In the solo parts the 
sopranos were Bertha Hann, Margaret Haslett, and Mary 
Genn-Williams. Vera Rae-Stevens was the contralto, Alec John 
and Bernard Lewis the tenors, and Bruce Clark, George Scott, 
and Ernest Davies the basses. It was a painstaking performance 
of a difficult work and met with an enthusiastic reception. Earlier 
in the evening Alan Gibson at the organ played Mozart’s Grand 
Fantasia in F minor with point; Catherine Wendol made light of 
the roulades in an aria by Mozart, and the student-conductors 
of the Junior Choir, Marjorie Harper and Monica Myatt, 
achieved their desired effects without undue emphasis in a group 
of part-songs for female voices. 

Chamber Concert, December 5, 1932 

The Chamber Concert, on December 5, opened with two move¬ 
ments of Haydn’s Quartet, Op. 76, No. 5, well played by Edward 
Silverman and Woolf Mernick (violins), Douglas Thomson 
(viola), and Peter Beavan (violoncello). Other works in this cate¬ 
gory were Mary Couper’s movement from her quintet in C minor 
(MS), full of vigour and colour, with Barbara Withers at the 
pianoforte, David Martin and Beatrix Marr (violins), Max 
Gilbert (viola) and Florence Hooton (violoncello); Margaret 
S. D. Lyell’s composition (MS) was a folk-song, ‘ Corrymeela ’, 
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for baritone (George Scott), with string quartet accompaniment, 
supplied by Beatrix Marr and Noreen O’Sullivan (violins), 
Gordon* Mutter (viola), and Eileen McCarthy (violoncello). It 
is a work of character. Songs in MS by Lois Henderson were 
well sung by John Berryman, with the unusual accompaniment 
of oboe (John Butterworth) and harp (Sylvia Waters). A Violin 
Sonata by the eighteenth-century composer Joseph Gibbs was 
finely played by Frederick Grinke, with Joan Davies accompany¬ 
ing. Two ’cello solos—one by Greville Cooke—were played by 
Edna Elphick. Jean Gluckman’s diction was excellent in two 
songs by Grieg, and Mahry Dawes was heard to great advantage 
in Bizet’s 4 Cavatine de Leila ’. Two songs—one by Michael 
Head—were given expressively by Marjorie Hughes. Of the 
pianoforte solos, Phyllis Lavers was strenuous in the Bach-Liszt 
Fantasia and Fugue in G minor; and Guy Johnson played with 
spirit and fine phrasing Chopin’s Polonaise in A flat, Op. 53. 

Review Week, Lent Term, 1933 

In the Review Week, from March 27 to April 1, questions 
closely affecting the work of the Academy will be considered. On 
wide grounds Mr Eric Brough will discuss 4 The Artist and his 
Audience ’, Professor C. Delisle Burns will consider ‘ The Arts in 
Modern Life ’, and Mr Walter de la Mare 4 The Prose of Fact and 
of the Imagination \ Mr Walter Vale’s subject is ‘ Interpretation 
with reference to Organ Playing ’, and Mr Carse will lecture on 
brass instruments. Mr Alban Jeynes has chosen 4 The Film as an 
Art Form Dramatic students will hear Miss Esme Beringer on 
4 The Psychology of Lady Macbeth ’, and pianoforte students 
will have the advantage of a Pianoforte Recital (Chopin) by 
pupils of Miss Desiree MacEwan, and a recital for two piano¬ 
fortes by Vivian Langrish and Egerton Tidmarsh. On March 28 
there will be a concert by the String Orchestra under Mr 
O’Donnell, on March 30 a Chamber Concert, and on March 31 
the Terminal Orchestral Concert at Queen’s Hall under Sir 
Henry Wood. 

Concert of Modern Chamber Music 

An instructive invitation concert of modern chamber music was 
arranged by Mr Norman Demuth, and took place on December 8. 
The works chosen ranged from songs (sung by John Armstrong) 
and a Fantasie Sonata (played by William Murdoch) to trios, most 
admirably played by the Grinke Trio, with Frederick Grinke 
(violin), Florence Hooton (’cello), and Dorothy Manley as pianist. 
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Dedications and Subscribers usH~ 

I F ONE EXAMINES the music published up to the year 1800, 
the question is immediately asked how it was possible for so 
much to appear in print. Take, for instance, the Arnold Edition 
of the Full Scores of Handel, in forty volumes, a set of which was 
given to Beethoven by Stumpf, a maker of harps in London. The 
set arrived only a few days before Beethoven died. Any single 
copy could not have been undertaken without a large outlay in 
paper, copper plates, engravers, proof correctors, binders and 
publishers. Who paid for all this, and what has become of 
Beethoven’s set? 

These questions arose incidentally through the examination of a 
fairly large quantity of music published in the eighteenth century, 
and an attempt was made to trace the route by which many heavy 
and costly tomes reached the public. To follow up this matter 
would involve us in a historical discussion which these pages 
forbid. But at least some reference may be made to the conditions 
of the times, and to what must be called frankly 4 the state of the 
market ’. 

Although it was published at a date (1808) later than the works 
about to be discussed, it is interesting here to refer to the porten¬ 
tous work of Alexander Choron, three thick volumes folio, 
entitled The Principles of Composition of the Italian Schools, and 
dedicated to Napoleon. From the list of subscribers, in which 
the names of Haydn and Beethoven appear, a survey of the music 
of the period might be compiled, and a species of 4 Who’s Who ’ 
in the year 1808 might be instructive. 

While Haydn, Mozart, Schubert and Beethoven were a limited 
group of composers who did find publishers who paid for their 
work, it was not the case in England, where subscription lists were 
the rule. Nevertheless, Haydn published the full score of 
The Creation in this way, to which there contributed twelve 
royalties of Austrian and German birth, and ten members of our 
Royal Family. There are little short of 400 subscribers, with a 
fair proportion of English names, but the only musicians identi¬ 
fied are Arnold, Atwood (sic) and C. Wesley. No London 
publisher’s name is on the title-page, but there is a tiny circle 
inclosing the letters 4 J. H.’ The interest in the two copies in the 
library lies in this, that each has the printed list of subscribers, 
which is missing in the copy in the National Library in Vienna. 
The binding of music at this period was not always dealt with 
scrupulously, and there are duplicates in the Library of other 
works, in which the title, dedication and licence in one copy are 
missing in another. 
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Fortunately, there are unmutilated copies which shed a curious 
light on the publishing in this country in the century under 
discussion. Where the copy is intact, it is usual to find a flowery 
preface or dedication and a sort of appeal to ‘ the Nobility and 
Gentry ’, with the names of the subscribers added. The composer 
had to obtain a substantial list of people before his work could be 
put in the hands of the engraver. So there came about the system 
—and the word is not misapplied—of flattering someone of social 
eminence in terms which no composer of to-day would so forget 
himself as to write or sign. It is significant that the lesser the 
composer, the longer his list, as we shall see presently. 

While Handel was managing Italian opera at the King’s Theatre, 
an Italian, Giovanni Battista Bononcini, was invited to London 
to provide operas. In the year 1721 he published his Cantate e 
Duetti , and in his dedication of this collection to George I he 
referred to his appointment to the Royal Academy of Music, 
signing himself ‘ L’umilissimo et (sic) ossequiosissimo servo ’. At 
this time music, like most other things in England, was in two 
camps. The Tories supported Handel, the Whigs, led by the 
Duke of Marlborough, were on Bononcini’s side. The aristocracy 
‘ ran ’ the opera. In addition to the dedication there followed the 
names of the subscribers, 234 in all. There were included three 
royalties, two princelings, 113 of the peerage, of whom twelve 
were dukes. Other names were those of Sir Godfrey Kneller 
(who did not found the Army School of Music), Alexander Pope, 
Mr Cibber, the sculptor and father of the Poet Laureate, the 
Duke and Dutchess (sic) of Queensberry (each took 25 copies), 
and 25 copies went to the Countess of Sunderland. But twelve 
Dukes! 

It was only natural that those who wrote Church services should 
find a ready market—this touch of commercialism is fitting—for 
the cathedrals and churches had to be provided for, and there 
must have been a demand for the tall folios of the services pub¬ 
lished at this time. This, however, applied to secular music as 
well, and in Twelve Sonatas for two Violins , with a Bass for the 
Violoncello or Harpsicord ■ (sic) by Boyce, dated MDCCXLVII, 
there is an interesting list of subscribers. We find George Fred¬ 
erick Handel, Esq., and Mr Thomas Augustine Arne, a subtle 
distinction, and other musicians such as Festin (sic), Flackton, 
Maurice Green (sic) , Pepusch, Hayes of Oxford, Savage and 
Purcell’s grandson, E. H. Purcell. The Academy of Antient 
Musick takes a copy at the Crown and Anchor Inn, a name 
suggestive of an illicit but highly popular gambling game among 
soldiers in our own time, and appositely we may place the Rev 
Mr De Chair, Senior Cardinal of St Paul’s Cathedral, with his 


copy. Senior and minor cardinals were the second and third 
minor canons, and each was paid £20.06.03. So much for the 
notables, but in sails the Duchess of Bolton among Messrs 
Crop, Crass, Cuff, Crump and Clack, with Totton, Tutte and 
Thong (of New York). Her Grace the Duchess was Lavinia 
Fenton, who created the part of Polly Peachum in The Beggar’s 
Opera. She was the chere amie of the Duke of Bolton, and married 
him on the death of his wife. Here is Mrs Bassett of Teehiddy, 
and Mr Giddy of Calenick. There are organists and dancing 
masters, and Mr Peter Gillier, a violist to His Majesty, a fine 
company for Mr Boyce with his 587 subscribers. 

The British Museum Catalogue assigns the Songs of Mrs 
Hodges to the year 1798? * most humbly inscribed by permission 
to Her Majesty the Queen (Charlotte) of Great Britain ’. Accord¬ 
ing to an MS note, Mrs Hodges was formerly Miss Carr, daughter 
of a music-seller in Round Court, Strand. One Carr, a consider¬ 
able music-seller associated with Playford, had an advertisement 
on the last page of Purcell’s Dtoclesian , and may have been the 
grandfather of the lady. Her songs are beneath notice, but it is 
amazing that she should have collected nearly 500 subscribers, 
beginning with the five princesses, daughters of George III, and 
H.R.H. Prince Augustus. It is singular that in the lists there are 
twelve Royal Academicians, among them George Romney, Nolle- 
kens (the sculptor), Lawrence, and Faringdon, but it is a shock 
to find Warren Hastings as well in that galere. Possibly the 
publication for the benefit of her orphan children, at ios.6d. per 
copy, made the widow seem less importunate. 

The Musical Century, by Henry Carey, was published in two 
volumes in 1740, in single sheets, printed on one side. The price 
was 7s. 6d. per volume, and for the pair he had over 500 sub¬ 
scribers. The interest lies in the preface: 

‘ What retarded the Publication thus long, was the Prospect I 
had from an Act depending in Parliament, for Securing the 
Rights of copies to Authors or their Assigns, etc., it being 
almost incredible how much I have suffer’d by having my 
Works Pyrated. ... I doubt not but the Wisdom and 
Humanity of the LEGISLATURE will one time or another 
regulate this affair not confining the Property of Authors, etc., 
to one particular Branch, but extending it to the Benefit of 
Arts and Sciences in General. 

‘ Oh! could I see the Day! ’ 

This protest reveals the state of the Law of Copyright, but 
licences granting protection for a certain number of years after 
publication were in existence from 1740. Musicians’ names are not 
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traced, at least the better known, in the list of the first volume, but 
they appear in the second—Arne, De Fesch, Galliard, Prelleur, 
Rosingrave, and Stanley, M.B. Another subscriber is J. Faber, 
engraver, who made the mezzotint of the portrait of Carey. 

About this time there enters Charles Dignum, of Drury Lane 
Theatre. (In Grove the Third the date of his first appearance, 
1874, is obviously a misprint for 1784.) His Vocal Music is 
‘ dedicated by Permission to His Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales ’, and one of his songs is entitled, 4 On Viewing the 
Portrait of H.R.H.’ With his eighteen columns of 900 subscribers 
he heads the poll, and as the copy in the Library has his initials 
and 4 No, 676 y he must have done well at 15s. per head of 
subscribers. Obviously he must begin with Royalty, six of them, 
or seven if H.R.H. the Count d’Artois, afterwards Charles X of 
France, should not be left out. There are eighty-two Peers and 
Privy Councillors with their Ladies. The only musician identified 
is W. Shield. Then there is a wild mixture of other people who 
may have been habitues of Drury Lane. John Philip Kemble is 
there, and a Garrick—not David. But what can be made of 
Professor Porson of Cambridge in the same list with Mr and Mrs 
Bilk? And who was Shum, and who Suff? Thank’ee, Suff! This— 
quantum suff. 


Pv.A.M. Club Annual Report for 1932 

In presenting its Forty-third Annual Report, the Committee are 
able to look back on a further successful year of the R.A.M. Club. 

One hundred new members have joined the Club during the 
year Membership figures now read as follows :— 

Overseas 66, Country 304, Town 520, and Students 346, showing 
a total of 1,236. 

Seventy-five members have been transferred from the students’ 
to the ex-students’ branch. 

Under the Presidency of Mr Frederick Keel, three Social 
Meetings were held on the following dates: February 29, June 17, 
and November 21, at all of which the President himself received 
the guests. 

At the first of these the Club welcomed Frederic Lamond, 
who most generously gave a long programme, playing until 
10.20 p.m. The attendance on this occasion was exceptionally 
large. On the second evening, June 17, the Catterall String 
Quartet played the String Quartet in E flat, Op. 51, Dvorak, and 
String Quartet in D, Op. 64, No. 5, Haydn, with their accustomed 
artistry. 
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The programme for the third meeting on November 21 was very 
kindly supplied by Madame Florence Easton with Mr Harold 
Craxton at the piano. The Committee would like to express its 
gratitude to all these artists for so generously coming forward, 
and for the pleasure which they gave to all those present. 

The Annual Dinner was held this year, for the first time, at the 
Dorchester Hotel, a venture which proved a very great success. 

Three hundred and five Members and Guests were present—- 
a figure which was more than double that of any attendance in 
recent years. 

The R.A.M. Club Prize for 1932 was offered for Elocution, and 
was won by Anna Labuschagne and M. Marjorie Vine. 

There have been four Committee Meetings with an average 
attendance of seven. 

Members will note with satisfaction, on perusal of the Balance 
Sheet, that last year’s exceptional excess of expenditure over 
income has been more than counterbalanced—the figures this 
year showing a balance of £29 5s. 2d. in the Club’s favour. Over 
and above this, the investment of £546 11s. 8d. in five per cent 
Conversion Loan remains intact, and the Club holds a deposit 
account of £150. 

In accordance with the Rules, the following officers retire: 
The President, four Vice-Presidents, and four members of the 
Committee. The Hon. Treasurer, the Hon. Auditors, the Hon. 
Secretary, and the Hon. Assistant Secretary also retire, but are 
eligible for re-election.

Review Week, December 1932 

The ‘ Review ’ Week, which was held from December 5 to 10, 
maintained its high educational standard. On the practical side 
the lectures by specialists were of interest. Mr William Murdoch 
dealt with the development of pianoforte music in the nineteenth 
century, appropriately followed by Professor Louis Bourgeois 
(speaking in French) on Debussy’s influence. As the leading 
exponent of his instrument, Mr Leon Goossens lectured on the 
Oboe and Cor Anglais. Mr Percival Driver spoke on Singing, and 
Mr Spencer Dyke on the Chamber Music of Beethoven, with 
illustrations beautifully played by a string quartet. Mr Sowerbutts 
lectured on ‘ Fugues and Fancies ’, dwelling on the poetry of 
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Bach's fugues, and Miss Astra Desmond gave a most artistic 
vocal recital. The musical lectures in the week were brought to a 
close by Mr G. D. Cunningham’s lecture-recital of Bach’s organ 
works. Allied to music, but not strictly of it, were Sir Percy 
Nunn’s lecture on 4 The Place of Music in National Education ’, 
and Sir Maurice Craig’s on 4 The importance of understanding 
mind reactions ’. Miss Esme Beringer’s indisposition prevented 
her appearance, but her sister, Miss Vera Beringer, gave an 
interesting and amusing talk on her early stage experiences. 
‘ Costume in the Theatre’, of special interest to students of 
drama, was discussed by Miss Stella Mary Pearce. 


Chamber Concert, February 20, 1933 

Interest lay in Mendelssohn’s Octet in E flat, Op. 20, the 
Allegretto and Scherzo of which showed the composer in his 
most semiquaverish mood. Both movements were played with 
great spirit, and the latter part of the Scherzo was rendered with 
delicacy. The violins were Frederick Grinke, David Martin, 
Edward Silverman, and Beatrix Marr, the violas Max Gilbert 
and Douglas Thomson, and the violoncellos Florence Hooton 
and Peter Beavan. There were four Associated Board Exhibi¬ 
tioners and two Ada Lewis Scholars. 

A movement from Beethoven’s Quartet in D, Op. 18, No. 3, 
was a happy contrast, played by Beatrix Marr, Noreen O’Sullivan, 
Max Gilbert and Eileen McCarthy. 

Two of Beethoven’s Sonatas, further, were in the programme. 
Alfred Nieman played the Variations from the Sonata in E, 
Op. 109, and Phyllis Chatfield was undismayed by the Allegro 
assai from the Sonata in F minor, Op. 57. Bernard Cahill made 
light of Dohnanyi’s Capriccio in F minor, Op. 28, No. 6, with 
accomplished technique. Three short movements for violoncello, 
from Caporale’s Sonata in D minor, were played by Esme Booth 
with confidence. Noreen O’Sullivan’s opportunity arrived in 
Zigeuner , the second of two pieces for violin by Raymond H. 
Bennell, and Geoffrey Robbins played his own Poem (MS) 
for Pianoforte. The Recit. and Air de Lia from Debussy’s 
UEnfant Prodigue was sung dramatically by Janet Hamilton- 
Smith, and two French songs by Ernest Moret were sung by 
Margaret Haslett, the first of which, ‘ La Lettre ’, gave much 
pleasure. The same remark applies to Jessie Stevenson’s singing 
of three Elizabethan Songs with quartet accompaniment, 
arranged by Peter Warlock. Ernest Davies was heard to advantage 
in Coleridge Taylor’s baritone song 4 EleanOre ’. The concert 
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opened with Mendelssohn’s Prelude and Fugue in C minor for 
Organ, played by Carmelita Lawless. 

The accompanists were Joan Davies, Terence Beckles, Barbara 
Lyel, Alfred Nieman and Guy Johnson.

For the first time in the thirty years of its existence one of the 
Rehearsals inaugurated by the Founder of the Fund, Sir S. Ernest 
Palmer, Bart., F.R.C.M., was held at the Academy. As the event 
was unique in its importance, brief reference may be made to the 
aim and scope of the Fund. It provides orchestral rehearsals for 
all British composers, irrespective of age or sex; affording them 
an opportunity to hear their works played by a first-rate profes¬ 
sional orchestra and for British executive artists (singers and 
instrumentalists) giving them an opportunity of performing under 
the conditions, approximately, of a public appearance.

It is with profound regret that we have to record the death of 
Robert Radford, who even in his student days at the Academy 
held the attention by his fine musicianship and was assured of 
a future of great distinction. Trained at the Academy under 
Randegger, Frederic King and Battison Haynes, he came to the 
front at the Norwich Festival in 1889, and entered upon a career 
of great achievement. Versatile and accomplished, there was no 
sphere, gifted as he was with an exceptionally fine bass voice 
united with exceptional intelligence, that was beyond his range. 
In Oratorio the Festivals found in him a singer of great dignity: 
in Grand Opera his dramatic insight led him to interpret roles 
in all styles, from Mozart, Rossini and Gounod to Wagner, 
Charpentier and Moussorgsky, challenging comparisons and more 
than holding his own. He was a founder and director of the 
British National Opera Company, and took the responsibility on 
his broad shoulders. But behind his established position as the 
basso primo assoluto in this country there was his lovable character 
as a man. His colleagues welcomed him at the Academy as if 
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there had been no gap between Tenterden Street and York Gate, 
and the intimate and familiar name which he bore in the old 
School was inevitably revived by those who greeted him as 
renewing their youth. The musical world of to-day deplores the 
loss of a fine artist and one who was a loyal comrade.
